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Cash boost for supporters club stalwart battling cancer

KIND-HEARTED Saddlers 
fans have raised hundreds of 
pounds to help a popular fel¬ 
low supporter who is battling 
cancer. 

Royston Randle, the travel secretary 
for Walsall FC Supporters Club, has 
chronic myeloid leukaemia and an ag¬ 
gressive form of prostrate cancer. 

Unbeknown to Royston, 
his great niece Chantelle 
Walker launched a fund¬ 
raiser appeal to raise £500 
to buy him an electric riser 
chair. At the time she said: 
“He is finding it extremely 
difficult to get on and off 
his chair, as a once inde¬ 
pendent 70-year-old, this is 
causing him to feel down.” 

The appeal was laun¬ 
ched around three weeks 
ago and when money 
started to come in she made further inquiries 
into purchasing a chair and discovered that, to 
properly meet Royston’s needs, a bespoke chair 
was needed at around £3,000. 

However, fundraising has already smashed 
through the £500 target with £580 in donations 
plus money donated by Walsall FC. 

Club Secretary Daniel Mole contacted Chan¬ 
telle and offered to donate money from the sale 
of the 50/50 tickets at the home game against 
Blackburn on Saturday. 

Chantelle said: “They are sending a cheque for 
£130 this week. We also raised £285 in cash do¬ 
nations on Saturday and the Supporters Club are 
also doing a collection at their next open meeting 
on March 8.” 

She described the donations as ‘amazing’ and 
added: “Uncle Royston didn’t know that I was 
setting up a fundraising page so he’s been quite 
overwhelmed by all the lovely messages that he’s 
received. Saddlers fans you’re the best! Up The 
Saddlers!” 

Among the well-wishers who have commented 
on the page is Walsall FC director Roy Whalley 
who said to Royston: “Best of luck with the ra¬ 
diotherapy. Banks’s Stadium would not be the 
same without you on matchdays.”

A PIZZA shop is donating £1 from 
every delivery to the family of mur¬ 
dered eight-year-old Brownhills 
schoolgirl Mylee Billingham. 

Napoli’s Pizza Shop in Chase- 
town, will be running the fundrais¬ 
ing scheme for one month with shop 
owner Abdul Javad taking £1 from 
his own pocket for every delivery or¬ 
dered during that time. 

Abdul, aged 36, said: “It’s tragic 
what has happened and we would 
like to help the family anyway we 
can at this sad time. As much as 


money can never change the situa¬ 
tion, we hope it will help the family 
with financial pressures.” 

The idea was dreamed up by 
friend and colleague 45-year-old 
Raf. The father, who lives in Burnt- 
wood, said: “It hit me hard. It’s bad 
enough that it’s such a tragedy but 
when you have a daughter around 
the same age it hits you more. 

“We went to put down flowers. 
You almost put yourself in that po¬ 
sition. It must be really hard for her 
mum. 


“Abdul has daughters too, age 12 
and 6, so it really affected him too.” 

The High Street delivery store 
has set up a collection pot inside 
the shop and will also be giving out 
ribbons. 

Raf added: “This will all come 
out of Abdul’s pocket, people won’t 
be paying £1 extra. For example, 
we had two delivery drivers on the 
Monday this week, and did 80 deliv¬ 
eries. So that would have been £80 
that day.”

Derelict pub plans 
set to be rejected 

PLANS to build houses on a derelict pub car 
park are on course to be rejected. 

Walsall Council’s planning committee has 
been recommended to refuse proposals for 
the car park at the old Sneyd Inn in Bloxwich. 

The plans to convert the site in Vernon 
Way were submitted in April with a decision 
due to be made today, Thursday. 

The project would see four five-bedroom 
houses built. 

It comes after plans to convert the former 
pub into a six-bedroom house were ac¬ 
cepted last year. 

A report says that the remote nature of the 
site has provided a neglected area which has 
been subject to dumping grounds, fly-tip- 
ping and anti-social behaviour. 

CRIME 

£40k CCTVtostop 
raids at cemeteries 

CCTV cameras will be installed at cem¬ 
eteries after mourners were targeted by 
thieves. It follows reports of bags being 
snatched from people visiting graves at 
Fallings Heath Cemetery in Wednesbury. 

Bereaved families raised concerns with 
Sandwell Council and called on bosses 
to improve security. The scheme is set 
to cost a total of £40,000. Deputy council 
leader Syeda Khatun said: “This is an¬ 
other example of the council listening to 
its residents and responding.” 

INVESTMENT 

£8m lined up for 
‘deprived’ areas 

WALSALL Council is planning to help ‘de¬ 
prived’ towns in the borough with a cash in¬ 
jection of £8 million to improve infrastructure. 

Willenhall, Brownhills, Bloxwich and Dar- 
laston will benefit from improvements to 
roads and footpaths - in a bid to attract more 
visitors.

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Ancient coin among haul in

A GOLD coin dating back to the 16th 
century was among a hoard of valuable 
jewellery stolen in a violent burglary at 
a pensioner’s home. 

Arthur Gumbley was attacked during 
the burglary at his home in Endwood 
Drive in Little Aston, near Walsall, on 
November 21. He died three weeks later. 

A murder investigation has since been 
launched and a 28-year-old man, Jimmy 
Connors, was arrested by West York¬ 
shire Police. Police are still looking for a 
person named as Tom Joseph Ward, 17. 

Staffordshire Police also put up an ap¬ 


peal to find valuable items taken from 
Mr Gumbley’s home. 

They include a Henry VIII Angel gold 
coin, believed to have been forged be¬ 
tween 1544 and 1547. 

A women’s gold necklace and bracelet, 
gold and silver rings and a silver men’s 
Seiko watch with gold highlights are 
also still missing. A unique gun-shaped 
knife is also outstanding. Last month, 
police said a purse which belonged to 
Arthur’s late wife had been recovered. 

Det Insp Dan Ison, the senior inves¬ 
tigating officer, said: “If we can return

any or all of the stolen items to this 
grieving family, it is at least some com¬ 
fort that they have not lost everything 
in this terrible incident. And if we can 
secure evidence of where the items may 
have gone after the incident, or who may 
have handled them.” 

Crimestoppers launched a £10,000 re¬ 
ward last month for information which 
could lead to the conviction of Mr Gum¬ 
bley’s killers.

M6 resurfacing work 
goes on despite cold 


IT looks like a giant swimming 
pool being built in the middle of 
the M6. 

But this is actually a new water¬ 
proof layer to help stop the motorway 
crumbling as sub-zero temperatures 
bite. 

The blue layer in the picture on the right 
has been put down with a new road surface 
over the top to prevent problems caused by 
winter weather such as potholes. 

The majority of work has been on the 
northbound carriageway of the M6 near 
junction 7 for Great Barr. 

The condition of the carriageway surface 
has deteriorated as a result of one of the 
wettest years on record followed by a win¬ 
ter spell of falling temperatures. 

This has resulted in water finding its way 
into the carriageway, freezing and then lift¬ 
ing and breaking up the road surface above 
it as it thaws. 

Temporary 

Motorists were once again able to use 
all three lanes on the M6 on Monday, said 
Highways England. The road now has 
three narrow lanes in operation for the 
morning traffic along with a temporary 
speed limit in place. 

Replacement expansion joints will also 
be installed in the carriageway. 

These are designed to allow movement 
within the structure and also add further 
water protection. The remainder of the es¬ 
sential work is taking place overnight while 
the road is at its quietest. 

There were full overnight closures on 
the M6 northbound junction 7 to junction 
8 from 10pm to 6am up until Sunday. 

Meanwhile, a man suffered severe inju¬ 
ries after a collision on the M6 which shut 
the motorway for 11 hours. 

Motorists faced long delays in the morn¬ 
ing rush hour on Monday, after the inci¬ 
dent reportedly involving a van, three cars 
and a pedestrian. It happened just to the 
south of junction 13 close to Cannock and 
affected both carriageways.

McDonald's 
franchisee 
adds more 
restaurants 

AN ambitious McDonald’s franchisee 
has snapped up two restaurants in Wal¬ 
sall for a new wave of expansion after 
completing a £10 million investment 
programme across the West Midlands. 

The two additional sites will see 
Wright Restaurants expand to 17 res¬ 
taurants. It has just launched a newly 
refurbished McDonald’s outlet in Soli¬ 
hull which is one of five opened in the 
last three months. 

McDonald’s restaurant franchisee 
Douglas Wright has re-opened the So¬ 
lihull outlet after funding support from 
Royal Bank of Scotland enabled signifi¬ 
cant refurbishment with a complete refit 
and refresh of the previous outlet. 

This comes on the back of a period of 
significant growth for Wright Restau¬ 
rants which also recently acquired two 
McDonald’s restaurants in Walsall lo¬ 
cated in Rushall and Reedswood which 
have also been funded by the bank. 

Mr Wright set up his first outlet in Li¬ 
chfield in May 2003 and today operates 
17 sites. He was also successful at the 
Sutton Coldfield and Lichfield & Tam- 
worth Chambers’ New Year Business 
Dinner and Awards in January where 
Wright Restaurants was awarded Busi¬ 
ness of the Year. 

He also won the Sutton Coldfield 
Chamber President’s Award in recogni¬ 
tion of his work in the community.

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Velodrome 
campaign is 
on track, led 
by Morris 

A BLACK Country MP is leading a 
cross-party campaign for a velodrome 
to be in place for the Birmingham 
2022 Commonwealth Games. It voices 
the fear that due to the lack of a 250m 
velodrome in the West Midlands that, 
come the Games, indoor cycle events 
will be held in London. 

James Morris, MP for Halesowen 
and Rowley Regis is spearheading the 
initiative involving MPs from across 
the West Midlands. 

He has written a letter which has 
also been signed by Dudley MPs Ian 
Austin and Mike Wood, Emma Reyn¬ 
olds, for Wolverhampton North East, 
Andrew Mitchell for Sutton Coldfield 
and Stafford MP Jeremy Lefroy. 

Addressed to Julie Harrington, the 
chief executive officer of British Cy¬ 
cling, it complains that the West Mid¬ 
lands does not possess a single banked 
cycle race track. 

Mr Morris points out that the 
nearest cycle track to Birmingham 
is Manor Abbey, in Halesowen, an 
outdoor track which is now 70 years 
old. While the venue was a ‘superb’ 
facility promoting grassroots track 
cycling, the sport was in urgent need 
of a modern indoor track. 

“As the region’s MPs we feel it 
would be a missed opportunity if cy¬ 
cling is simply to be sent to London, 
rather than fostering the talent we 
have in the West Midlands,” said Mr 
Morris.

MP pushes for debate on speeders call

A WALSALL MP has called for min¬ 
isterial answers over a campaign 
demanding for longer sentences for 
killer drivers. Eddie Hughes led a 
30-minute debate sparked by the Stop 
the Speeders campaign at Westmin¬ 
ster Hall on Tuesday. 

The campaign is calling on the 
Government to push ahead with pro¬ 
posed legalisation from the Ministry 
of Justice to increase the maximum 
sentence for killer drivers. 

Currently, people convicted of 
causing death by dangerous driv¬ 
ing can get a maximum 14 years’ 


in prison. The MoJ want to extend 
that to a life sentence. The campaign 
by the Chronicle and the Express & 
Star was launched on the back of two 
people being jailed for less than eight 
years each for killing victims on Black 
Country roads. 

Speaking on Monday, Mr Hughes 
said: “As an MP, I get the opportunity 
to call a debate and a Government 
minister must attend to provide a re¬ 
sponse.” The two cases which sparked 
the campaign were of Craig Edwards 
and Kade Scrivens, jailed for killing 
behind while the wheel. 


Edwards, aged 29, of Cumberland 
Road in Walsall, was speeding when 
he killed grandfather John Hickinbot- 
tom in Walsall last June. He was over 
the drink-drive limit. 

On the same day of the sentencing, 
Scrivens, 24, of Booth Street, Hand- 
sworth, was jailed for killing Nicholas 
Harrison, 59. Scrivens lost control 
at a roundabout in Darlaston while 
speeding and hit Mr Harrison on No¬ 
vember 22, before fleeing the scene.

Chief pledges £8m to 
boost 'deprived' towns 


‘DEPRIVED’ towns in Walsall are set 
to get a cash injection of £8 million 
to make changes ‘paramount to our 
future’. 

Willenhall, Brownhills, Bloxwich and 
Darlaston will benefit from improve¬ 
ments to roads and footpaths - in a bid 
to attract more visitors to the areas, and 
in recognition that outerlying communi¬ 
ties may have missed out on investment 
in the past. 

Walsall Council’s Cabinet discussed the pro¬ 
posals last week as a way to boost the local 
economy by improving the look of the towns. 

It is set to be the first investment into the 
separate towns’ roads and footpaths in more 
than a decade. 

Bosses will aim to get traffic moving through 
each town centre in order to get motorists close 
to shops. 

Change 

Council leader, Sean Coughlan, said: “The 
real issue is the investment into district centres 
such as Willenhall, Brownhills, Bloxwich and 
Darlaston, which are deprived areas that have 
had no investment from the council for years. 

“It is a real change in emphasis for Walsall 
Council that has not been seen in 20 years. We 
are investing in district centres that desper¬ 
ately need support because we need to change 
the attitude about these towns. 

“Wolverhampton Council always support 
their towns, such as Wednesfield, which are on 
the border with us and make us look bad so 
we aim to get our towns thriving again.I am 
pleased that we are having a plan coming into 
fruition and in these district centres where it is 
paramount to our future. 

“I am hoping the opposition realise the diffi¬ 
cult task we have had I am hoping we can get 
our budget through and we can our move.” 

The plans were due to be discussed as part of 
the budget at yesterday’s full council meeting. 

The Secretary of State for Transport Chris 
Grayling and Metro Mayor Andy Street are due 
to visit Willenhall next month to talk through 
proposals.

Teddie is expected to lose his 
sight and hearing as his condition 
gets progressively worse and his 
family are determined to give him 
as much joy as they can before 
then. 

Aunt Kelly Knox, aged 33, from 
Coalpool, said: “At the moment 
the only thing Teddie can do is 
smile and blink so we are doing 
everything we can to get him to 
smile.”

18-month delay for 
Junction 10 scheme

A CONGESTION-busting re- 
vamp of Junction 10 of the 
M6 will not start for at least 
another 18 months, highways 
bosses have said. 

The multi-million pound re¬ 
vamp of the busy junction was un¬ 
veiled by Highways England and 
Walsall Council two years ago. 

A planning application was submit¬ 
ted last year and a potential starting 
date for work was given for the end 
of this year. However, Highways Eng¬ 
land has said construction work on the 
scheme will not begin until late next 
year or early 2020. 

It comes after Walsall Council indi¬ 
cated the work could start this year. 

The revamp will see two new four- 
lane bridges built at the junction, 
increasing the capacity to 10,500 vehi¬ 
cles an hour. It currently serves 8,000. 
It will take around two years to com¬ 
plete. 

A spokesman for Highways Eng¬ 
land said: “In our Roads Investment 
Strategy optimisation announcement 
last year, we said that M6 Junction 
10 was going to come forward by 9-12 
months, by late 2019 early 2020. This 
is still the case. Currently the scheme 
is in the planning process and awaiting 
planning consent.” 

The start of work will follow the 
completion of a project of repairs at the 
Oldbury Viaduct on the M5, between 
junctions 1 and 2. This is due to finish 
during the Spring of 2019. 

Black Country Local Enterprise 
Partnership board member Ninder 
Johal said: “We would obviously want 
the M6 Junction 10 scheme to start 
sooner, but having the two motorway 
schemes in the Black Country could 
cause even more misery for motorists.” 

The existing bridges at the junction 
will continue to be used while the news 
bridges are built.

MPs across 
the region 
back knives 
campaign 

MPS from across the Black Country 
have thrown their backing behind a 
campaign calling for tougher knife 
crime sentences. Since January 1, 
there have been 21 serious incidents 
involving knives across the region - 
five of which saw people killed. 

Official figures show the number 
of deaths caused by knives across the 
region has risen from 13 in 2015 to 23 
last year - a rise of 77 per cent. 

This outbreak of violence has 
sparked the Chronicle’s sister news¬ 
paper, the Express & Star to launch 
a petition urging Prime Minister The¬ 
resa May and Home Secretary Amber 
Rudd to bring in mandatory prison 
sentences for anyone caught in pos¬ 
session of an offensive weapon. 

So far around 1500 people have 
signed the change.org petition. 

Wolverhampton South East MP 
Pat McFadden urged the Prime Min¬ 
ister to introduce tougher sentences 
for knife possession. He signed the 
Express & Star’s petition and said: 
“I totally support the Express and 
Star’s campaign. It is completely 
heartbreaking to see young lives cut 
short through appalling knife crime. 

“We have had terrible murders lo¬ 
cally and others around the country 
in recent weeks. I support the Home 
Secretary and the Government taking 
a tougher stand against the carrying 
and use of knives.” 

Eddie Hughes, Conservative MP 
for Walsall North, and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton North East’s Labour MP Emma 
Reynolds have already thrown their 
support behind the campaign.

£1m cannabis 
plants recovered

nabis factory’. 

A West Midlands Police spokesman 
said: “Enquiries remain on-going and 
anyone with information is asked to 
call police on 101, quoting log 703 of 
21 February.” 

Pictures taken from the scene 
shows dozens of cannabis plants lined 
up rows. Lighting equipment and 
what appeared to be ventilation tubes 
were seen inside the premises. 

Elsewhere in the Black Country of¬ 
ficers uncovered 198 plants following 
a raid at an address in Dudley.

vaz attacks 
children's 
services 
black hole 

VALERIE Vaz has accused ministers 
of failing to address a £2 billion black 
hole in children’s social care funding. 

The Walsall South MP said she was 
‘alarmed’ that the Government was 
not providing local authorities with 
enough money for crucial services. 

It comes after MPs gave the green 
light to the local government finance 
settlement for next year, which in¬ 
cluded an extra £150 million for adult 
social care. 

Labour MP Ms Vaz, who voted 
against the settlement, said: “The 
Government has failed to address the 
funding gap for children’s social care 
which will be £2bn by 2020. 

“The LGA has said that over the 
last 10 years, there has been a 124 per 
cent rise in the number of inquiries 
where local authorities believe a child 
may be suffering, or likely to suffer, 
significant harm, and the number 
of children needing child protection 
plans has increased from 26,400 to 
more than 50,000 over the same pe¬ 
riod - an increase of more than 23,000 
children.” 

She added: “I am alarmed that the 
Government is not providing local 
authorities with money desperately 
needed for local services.” 


Firm's cash boost 
for pet hospital 

A PET hospital in Wolverhampton 
has received a £1,000 donation from 
a local housebuilder. 

Persimmon Homes West Midlands, 
also based in the city, donated the 
money to the Wolverhampton PDSA 
Pet Hospital through its community 
champions scheme. 

The builder chose the charity to 
benefit from its monthly match- 
funded donation. 

Pet charity PDSA provide vet treat¬ 
ment to sick and injured pets, costing 
£60 million a year to provide the ser¬ 
vice nationwide. 

Hotspot for dog 
mess is revealed 

A WARD in Wolverhampton has been 
named as the city’s dog fouling hot¬ 
spot. A total of 28 reports have been 
made about irresponsible dog walkers 
in St Peter’s ward, which includes 
parts of Whitmore Reans and Dun- 
stall, so far during 2017/18. 

Figures showed differing report 
rates in parts of the city. Bilston East 
and Ettingshall were next on the list 
with 19 each, while there were 13 re¬ 
ports in Graiseley. 

There has not been a single report 
in Wednesfield North since April.

Third birthday for charity partnership

A CHARITABLE partnership which 
is helping to feed, clothe and sup¬ 
port homeless and vulnerable peo¬ 
ple across the West Midlands, has 
marked its third anniversary. 

The relationship between Home- 
Serve and the Midland Langar Seva 
Society was launched three years 
ago after a chance conversation be¬ 
tween HomeServe call centre worker 
Bhupinder ‘Pops’ Heer and the Wal¬ 
sall-based home assistance provider’s 
chief executive Greg Reed. 

Since then hundreds of HomeServe 
staff have given more than 4,000 


hours of their time to the cause, deliv¬ 
ered more than 28,000 meals, handed 
out 23,000 samosas and 500 sleeping 
bags, and helped raise £12,000. 

HomeServe has also now donated 
two of its red vans to help volunteers 
transport essential food and clothing 
to thousands of homeless people and 
others who have needed short-term 
support across the region.

Killer who left body of 
mother for weeks jailed 


A MAN who continued to live in his 
mother’s house for weeks while she 
lay dead upstairs has been jailed for 
12 years. 

Beryl Hammond’s body was discovered 
by police who went to check on her as she 
had not been seen for some time. 

Her son Darren Hammond, aged 41, an¬ 
swered the door to officers, who noticed a 
strong smell coming from inside the house, and 
told them she was upstairs sleeping. 

A post-mortem examination was carried out 
but the result was inconclusive due to the level 
of decomposition but tests showed Beryl, 81, 
had 10 broken ribs which were not explained 
by the position of her body, which was found 
at the house in Ebrook Road, Sutton Coldfield, 
in August last year. Police said Beryl had suf¬ 
fered ‘years of abuse’ at the hands of her son, 
who was jailed after being found guilty of man¬ 
slaughter at Birmingham Crown Court. 

Abuse 

The jury heard the pair had a turbulent rela¬ 
tionship. Hammond had been arrested on three 
previous occasions after Beryl reported that he 
had assaulted her or was behaving violently 
but the mother would always retract her com¬ 
plaints and take her son back in. She also told 
neighbours and her bank manager that her son 
would assault her and that she was scared of 
him. 

Det Insp Caroline Corfield, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police, said: “He disassociated himself 
from his mother’s death initially claiming to 
have no knowledge of it until police officers 
entered her bedroom and discovered her body. 

“A series of messages sent from Darren to 
a girlfriend demonstrated that he was becom¬ 
ing increasingly angry and frustrated with his 
mother in the months before his arrest. On 
July 19, he referred to his mother in messages 
for the last time.” 

DI Corfield added: “He expected the court to 
find it acceptable that he could live in a small 
house for many weeks with the decomposing 
body of his mother without realising she was 
dead. The truth is Darren concealed the death 
of his mother in an attempt to escape justice.”

Its closure came after a surprise 
visit in October 2017. 

The 30-bedroom home was set 
to go under the hammer at an 
event on Wednesday being hosted 
by Cottons Chartered Surveyors, 
but a member of staff said it was 
snapped up just one day before by 
a mystery buyer.

A STUDENT nurse has 
been inspired to write 
poetry about the ‘beau¬ 
tiful career’.

Library work to cost more 


A REVAMP of Walsall Central 
Library will cost a quarter of 
a million pounds more than 
originally expected. 

A survey has revealed exten¬ 
sive roof work costing at least 
£250,000 is needed on the listed 
113-year-old Edwardian land¬ 
mark including replacing insula¬ 
tion and hand-made clay tiles. 

But determined council leaders in¬ 
sist it will not hold up the £4.3m works 


and are confident it will still all be 
ready by November this year, despite 
not having chosen a builder yet. 

Culture chief Councillor Ian Shires, 
said: “We appreciate that there is 
going to be an additional cost of ap¬ 
proximately £250,000 however it will 
be money well spent to protect the 
fabric of the building.” But Councillor 
Mike Bird, opposition Conservative 
in Walsall, said: “It seems they have 
started a project and haven’t done 
the due diligence and have found a lot 
more needs doing.” 


The council has relocated the Cen¬ 
tral Library into the new Council 
House Library while the works take 
place. The council will be looking to 
sign the contracts after a planning 
commitee meeting on March 22. 

Councillor Shires said: “We are opti¬ 
mistic it will be completed in Novem¬ 
ber, but we must get the detail right 
before we sign any contracts.” 

The work will see Central Library 
redesigned incorporating the local 
history centre and archive, a cafe, and 
computer lounge.

STROKE patients in Walsall will face longer 
journeys for treatment as they will no longer 
be taken to their local hospital. 

People who suffer strokes in Walsall will now be 
taken to New Cross Hospital in Wolverhampton as 
the stroke unit at the town’s Manor Hospital is not 
considered to be busy enough to keep running. 


The proposals were first 
announced last year and are 
now due to come into force 
from April. NHS bosses in 
Walsall said stroke services 
at the Manor were no longer 
‘sustainable’ due to the rel¬ 
atively low number of pa¬ 
tients being cared for. 

A Walsall Council scru¬ 
tiny panel is poised to give 
its support to the plan after 
being satisfied most patients 
will reach New Cross in 25 
minutes. 

The plan was taken to 
the scrutiny committee so 
health chiefs could be sure 
‘Walsall patients receive the 
highest level of care, regard¬ 
less of the method by which 
they access the stroke ser¬ 
vices’. 

Although it will mean 
longer journeys for some 
patients to get to hospital,

heath experts insist the 
changes will ensure they 
‘receive treatment within 
national standards’. 

National health guide¬ 
lines state that for a hospital 
trust to run a viable ‘hyper 
acute stroke unit’ there 
should be a minimum of 600 
confirmed stroke patients 
each year who are treated. 

But the number of pa¬ 
tients using the Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust for 
stroke services have fallen 
well short, with only 420 
cases confirmed. 

Labour councillor Aftab 
Nawaz said: “I understand 
there is a level of expertise 
that isn’t available at every 
hospital but the NHS should 
be funded to have the exper¬ 
tise in all hospitals.”

THE demolition of a 111- 
year old scrap recycling 
company is in doubt after 
plans were withdrawn.

He was 
one of our city’s favourite sons, a hugely popular 
councillor and person.” Councillor Pete Bilson

for people and will be fondly remembered.” 

Wolverhampton South East MP Pat McFad- 
den said the city had lost ‘someone very special’. 


“The death of Councillor Mattu is a huge loss for 
Wolverhampton. A fantastic and tireless public 
servant, he worked so hard for the people of the 
city, always in a spirit of great generosity and 
warmth,” he added. 

Emma Reynolds, the MP for Wolverhamp¬ 
ton North East, described Mr Mattu as ‘a great 
friend, generous colleague and fantastic local 
councillor’. “He will be sorely missed,” she said. 

Graiseley councillor Jacqueline Sweetman said 
Mr Mattu was ‘a great communitarian’ who was 
able to create lasting and solid relationships with 
people. “There was a deep kindness about Elias. 
With his passing a little bit of the heart of Wol¬ 
verhampton has gone.” 

Councillors Mary and Phil Bateman and Coun¬ 
cillor Rita Potter issued a joint statement saying: 
“We will never forget him as being a kind man, 
a very good Mayor and councillor, and for being 
a very committed human being.” A public book 
of condolence has been set up inside the Civic 
Centre.

TWO friends have unveiled 
a unique project which they 
claim will help people get to 
grips with their inner emo¬ 
tions. 

Illustrator Soeli Thomas, from 
Cheslyn Hay, and 56-year-old psy¬ 
chic Heather Spedding started the 
project more than 10 years ago - 
but it was placed on hold until last 
year due to Heather’s family com¬ 
mitments.

Residents hit out at misery of 
'disgusting' dumped rubbish 


THE ‘atrocious’ smell coming 
from mountains of rubbish 
dumped in a Walsall housing 
estate has become too much 
to bear, as desperate resi¬ 
dents plea for help. 

Piles of waste being dumped on 
the Silverdale estate has reached 
another level, with rats ‘the size 
of house cats’, endless black bin 
bags, and a smell so unbearable 
locals are walking around with 
scarves wrapped around their 
mouths and noses. 

But Walsall Council said it was un¬ 


able to help as the land was privately 
owned. Jeanette Barnfield, 66, has 
lived in Pommel Close for 30 years and 
said during the last two years the prob¬ 
lem has become increasingly worse. 
She has written to the landowner, the 
council, her local councillors and her 
MP in a bid to get something done 
about the ‘vile’ situation. 

Ms Barnfield said: “At one point 
there were 13 or 14 fridge freezers 
dumped there. There are black sacks, 
garden rubbish, I’ve even seen wom¬ 
en’s sanitary products. It’s a matter of 
health and safety. There are rats as big 
as house cats, foxes too. 

“It smells atrocious but no-one is 


prepared to deal with it. We just want 
something done. We are paying our 
council tax but it’s having no effect.” 

The rubbish is tipped there over¬ 
night, when no-one is around, by 
the garages off Stirrup Close, resi¬ 
dents have claimed. Maria Stanton, 
of nearby Segundo Road, added: “It’s 
disgusting. Small children live around 
here yet we have seagull, rats - we’ve 
reached our wit’s end with it.” 

MP for Walsall South Valerie Vaz 
said: “Fly tipping remains a problem 
in Walsall and combatting it has only 
been made more difficult by the mas¬ 
sive Conservative government cuts to 
Walsall Council’s budget.”

More than 
fifty sex 
offenders 
at large 


MORE than 50 convicted sex offenders from 
across the West Midlands are at large, ac¬ 
cording to official police figures. 

Forces in the West Midlands, Staffordshire and 
West Mercia said they do not know the whereabouts 
of 55 sex offenders - including two who have been on 
the run for more than a decade. 


The figures include paedo¬ 
philes and rapists and show 
the region has the second 
highest number of missing 
sex offenders in England. 

Staffordshire Police has 
lost track of five sex offend¬ 
ers, while West Midlands 
Police said 46 had gone 
missing, with five going on 
the run since the start of 
this year. West Mercia Po¬ 
lice and Warwickshire Po¬ 
lice said four were at large, 
including one who has been 
missing for 11 years. West 
Midlands Police are also 
trying to track down a sex 
offender who disappeared 
in 2006. 

The figures, released 
under the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act, have prompted 
concerns over child safety, 
with politicians on all sides 
urging police to redouble

their efforts. Eddie Hughes, 
the Conservative MP for 
Walsall North, said: “Fun¬ 
damentally, this is not a 
huge number of offenders to 
keep tabs on, so you would 
think the police would 
be able to allocate the re¬ 
sources required to track 
them down.” 

West Midlands Police re¬ 
fused to name those miss¬ 
ing, insisting that doing so 
would ‘breach a third par¬ 
ty’s data protection rights’. 

Chief Inspector Nicola 
Court from West Midlands 
Police Integrated Offender 
Management Unit, said in¬ 
vestigations were in place to 
trace all 46 missing offend¬ 
ers. She said the force be¬ 
lieved that 14 of them had 
fled the country. 


Muggers target 
MP on way home 



West Bromwich West MP Adrian Bailey, aged 72, 
was mugged on his way home from Westminster 


A SAND WELL MP was mugged by a gang of thugs in a ter¬ 
rifying robbery Adrian Bailey, aged 72, says robbers made 
off with his wallet and mobile phone when he was attacked 
on his way home from Westminster. 

The Labour MP for West Bromwich West, told how he 
was near to his flat in Southwark, south London, on Tues¬ 
day at around 10pm when he was approached by a gang of 
up to six assailants who attacked him from ‘all sides’. 

Mr Bailey said that he was ‘boxed in’ and knocked to the 
ground. During the tussle he says he received ‘a number of 
blows’ and was hit over the head with a large plastic milk 
container. The gang made off with his wallet and phone 
before he was able to report the attack to the police. The 
Met has launched an investigation into the incident. 

Mr Bailey said did not require hospital treatment but 
was ‘badly shaken up’. He said: “I appreciate that many 
other people have gone through what I went through last 
night and it really brought home to me the value of having 
bobbies on the beat to deter such attacks.”

It's an age-old tale 
of fun for Quartet 


I t has an all-star cast. Quartet 
features Paul Nicholas, Wendi 
Peters, Sue Holderness and Jeff 
Rawle and tells the charming tale 
of four ageing opera singers. The 
show, which opens at Birmingham’s 
REP on Tuesday and runs until March 
10, tells the story of Cecily, Reggie and 
Wilfred, who reside in a magnificent 
retirement home in Kent. 

The rumour circling the halls is that the home is soon 
to play host to a new resident. Word is, it’s a star. Jean 
arrives and old rivalries resurface, secrets are revealed 
and chaos unfolds, but in true theatrical tradition - the 
show must go on. 

Paul Nicholas is best known for his work in The Real 
Marigold Hotel and Just Good Friends, Wendi Peters 
starred in Coronation Street and Oh What A Lovely War!, 
Sue Holderness played Marlene in Only Fools and Horses 
and The Green Green Grass while Jeff Rawle became 
a household name in Harry Potter and Drop The Dead 
Donkey. 

Their work in the new revival of the bitter-sweet comedy 
has dazzled critics. Quartet was created by the Oscar- 
winning writer Sir Ronald Harwood and is a celebration 
of the twilight years and the hilarity of growing old 
disgracefully. 

The character who causes the disruption at the Kentish 
retirement home is played by Sue Holderness, who 
featured alongside Boycie in Only Fools and Horses.

She says: “My character in Quartet, Jean Horton, was 
a major star in the world of opera. In her heyday she was 
known as one of the finest sopranos of her generation. 
She retired very early, apparently to settle down and 
spend time with her children. 

“We discover during the play that there was rather more 
to it than that. She is a diva. She still thinks of herself 
as a major star and expects all those around her 
to jump to her every whim. She’s really rather a 
monster - so thrilling to play. 

“The four characters are very different and 
seeing them interacting is great fun. Ronald 
Harwood is the most wonderful writer. I’ve 
been blessed in my career to be offered roles 
written by some of the very finest writers - Alan f 
Ayckbourn, George Bernard Shaw, Terence 
Rattigan and, of course, the genius John Sullivan. 

Ronald Harwood is up there with the best of 
them.” 

She relates to the play because it 
focuses on the ageing process. “You 
ask me to give advice about the hilarity 
of growing old! Much of it isn’t hilarious 
at all. Bits of you start to creak and 
the memory goes walkabout. My 
character in this is waiting for a new 
hip and is in constant pain, which 
probably accounts for some of her 
grumpiness. But my advice would 
simply be to keep going. Walk a lot, 
eat well and laugh. Laughter really 
is the best medicine - so come and 
see Quartet.” 

Actor Paul Nicholas has been 
enjoying working with his fellow 
cast and is happy to be on the 
road. 

“It helps that we’re playing old 
people, other than Wendi who’s 
a child. If you’re working with 
slightly more mature actors 
they’ve been there and done 
it all, so it’s a bit more easy¬ 
going.” 

He was looking for a role 



that reflected on growing old and was delighted when he 
stumbled upon Quartet. 

“I was looking to do something for an older 
guy and I came across this play. I thought it 
was excellent and very well written. It’s a very 
good comment on what it’s like to be older, 

2 especially as an older performer - the 

| difficulties, the fun, the various moods and 
_ 1 things that become apparent when you get 

older. 

There’s one great line ‘we don’t actually 

change, I’m still the same person’. 
It’s true, we do basically stay 
the same. I try to anyway. 
Every so often you get a job 
that makes you think ‘that’s 
really good’, and this is 
one of those occasions. 
“When people come to 
see it, particularly older 
people, will recognise 
things that happen. It 
sounds awful but it’s 
actually quite funny. 

As long as you can 
keep your sense 
of humour above 
anything, you’re OK. 
Being old can be very 
enjoyable and you can 
still have a lot of fun.” 
Wendi Peters has 
enjoyed being on the 
road since leaving 
Coronation Street, 
where she played Cilia 
Battersby-Brown.

to be a lovely, sedate tour with lots of cups of tea, lots 
of sightseeing... as well as doing the play in beautiful 
theatres. 

“I saw the film when it first came out and again when 
we started rehearsals; I was pleasantly surprised at how 
different they are. The film is beautiful and very gentle ... 
the play is outright funny! 

“We’re laughing at bits ourselves, and we had a select 
audience the other day and were thrilled at how much 
they were laughing out loud. There probably isn’t a page 
of dialogue that goes by without a big laugh.” 

Jeff Rawle, meanwhile, thinks the comedy is touching. 
“It’s very funny because the whole point is that they’re 
ageing opera singers who were successful in their day 
so they’re all highly individual and eccentric people, all 
together in various states of decay. In some ways, they’re 
starting to return to their childhoods and their past has 
become very important to them. 

“I think people living with older parents, or who are 
getting old themselves, will recognise the traits - but 
they’re dealt with great humour. It’s very well written.”

Lee goes from one disaster to 
the next in returning sitcom 


I t has survived some significant 
personnel changes and no end 
of critical disdain over the years 
to become the longest running 
sitcom currently on British 
television. 

The opening episode of Not 
Going Out’s previous series (its 
eighth) attracted a whopping 5.52 
million viewers, a record for the 
show. 

And no TV boss in their right mind 
would dare to utter the words “this is 
not going out” with those types of 
viewing figures. 

The sitcom was originally inspired 
by a sketch in Lee Mack’s Bits at the 
Edinburgh Fringe Festival and it was 
the first British comedy to be filmed 
in front of a live studio audience that 
was subsequently broadcast in HD. 

The original ideas for the title of 
the show were Three’s a Crowd, 
Three, and the number of the 
apartment. 

In the pilot, Kate was played by 
Catherine Tate (Megan Dodds 
eventually took over), and she had 
an ex-boyfriend called Colin, who 


was a city boy, with stubble and a 
leather jacket. 

Then, at the end of season one, 
Tim Vine’s real-life sister Sonya was 
considered for the role of Lucy, 
before it eventually went to Sally 
Bretton. 

Meanwhile, Katy Wix, who played 
the dizzy Daisy from series three, 
was actually never meant to be a 
regular. 

But despite all these changes 
(you may also recall Miranda Hart 
starring too for a couple of series), 
Mack and Bretton, along with a solid 
ensemble cast including Bobby 
Ball, Hugh Dennis, Abigail 
Cruttenden, Geoffrey Whitehead 
and Deborah Grant, have continued 
to make Not Going Out’s loyal fans 
tune in and laugh. 

Many critics claimed the show 
was tired and predictable, but it 
returned in January 2017 with a 
different setting, and a new lease of 
comedy life. 

The timeline had jumped ahead 
seven years and the will-they-won’t- 
they flat-based comedy had 


morphed into a family sitcom. 

King of the one-liner Lee is now 
married to Lucy and the show 
follows the mismatched couple as 
they navigate the challenges of 
being parents to three young 
children. 

The title works now more than 
ever, you could say. 

Tonight, Not Going Out returns 
with it’s ninth run, and we rejoin Lee 
and Lucy in the anarchic, packed 
family house with kids Charlie and 
twin siblings, Benji and Molly. 

As if children weren’t enough to 
keep the couple crashing from one 
near-disaster to the next, factor in 
Lee’s lovably feckless father, Frank, 
and close friends in the form of the 
world-weary, or more specifically 
wife-weary, Toby, and his other half, 
uptight ice-queen Anna. 

At least Lucy’s more dependable 
parents are on hand to offer 
guidance, but we all know what 
Geoffrey and Wendy make of their 
daughter’s life choices, and more 
specifically, her wisecracking 
husband.

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Oh Chiang Mai! It's hot in the city 


Golden temples, bathtime with elephants, 
knocking up Tom Yum soup or wandering 
through a bustling night-time market, it’s 
all part of a holiday in Thailand’s second 
biggest city. 

For those more used to Bangkok, Chiang Mai is a 
refreshing change. More relaxed, the emphasis on 
culture and exploration rather than the nightlife. The 
place just feels friendlier and more laid back. A lot 
of that is down to the almost legendary politeness of 
Thai people. The wai, the greeting with the slight bow 
and the hands pressed together, becomes infectious. 
Chaing Mai is in the north of Thailand, surrounded 
by mountain greenery. And, thanks to Qatar Airways, 
getting there is simple these days. 


COMFORT 

The airline runs regular flights to Doha, the capital of 
Qatar - and from there it offers a direct service straight 
to Chaing Mai. It is still around 16 hours of flight time, 
but Qatar Airways prides itself on comfort and service 
which eases the stresses and strain of a long journey. 

The Shangri-La in Chaing Mai is part of a chain of 
luxury five-star hotels, with big comfortable rooms 
well equipped with air-conditioning - a must when the 
average temperatures are around 30C or more and the 
humidity is high, particularly at night. 

My tour group and I got to experience the humid Thai 
evening when we headed out to explore Chiang Mai’s 
Sunday night street market. Around 10,000 people 
regularly pack into the streets of the historic city centre 
to visit the hundreds of stalls selling handicrafts, most 
made by the local hill people. And then there is the 
street food. Our guide, Ms Rattiya (‘Call me Yaya’) 
explained that most Thais eat out in the evening. As in 
many well-developed Asian economies, people work 



long hours and, rather than cook when they get home, 
it is easier to go out. As a result, restaurant and street 
food is both reasonably priced and very good. 

An early start the next morning saw our minibus 
climbing the 2,500ft to reach the Wat Phra That Doi 
Suthep temple - almost. 

The final 290 steps are up a Naga staircase, 
decorated with dragons to reach the temple itself and its 
huge Chedi, or golden spired pagoda, which contains 
partial relics of the Lord Buddha. It is a wonderful 
experience but visitors need to show some respect - 


Thais take their Buddhist faith seriously. Meanwhile our 
non-stop schedule took us across the city to the Chiang 
Mai Thai Cookery School, where Chef Pon introduced 
us to the mysteries of Thai cuisine. 

He showed us what to do, and we then got on with 
it, eating each dish as we finished cooking it. Those 
self-made dishes did mean that it was a struggle to find 
space for more food at the traditional Kantoke dinner 
that evening. 

While we sat on cushions on the floor to dine - easier 
for some than others - the main entertainment of formal 


dances showcased local culture. 

And then for something completely different. The 
following day was a trip to the Thai Elephant Care 
Centre, at Mae Sa, near Mae Rim. Getting close to these 
magnificent animals was a lifetime experience. 

It’s been two decades since I was last in Thailand 
and I can’t say I was impressed. Very touristy and a bit 
seedy. 

Chiang Mai was a revelation. Relaxed but packed with 
things to see and do.

Refined and practical family vehicle 



From the front the Karoq bears a clear resemblance to the large Kodiaq

There’s a certain expectation when you get behind the 
wheel of a Skoda: you know it’s going to be a good, 
dependable drive. 

Industry pundits agree - the company has scooped 
a handful of awards already this year - and so do car 
buyers, with sales in January not only bucking the 
industry trend but actually rising by almost 11 per cent 
compared to the previous year. 

No doubt new and improved models have played a part, 
like the award-winning seven-seat Kodiaq SUV launched 
last year. 

So, with a seemingly insatiable demand for SUVs, it’s 
no surprise that Skoda has followed up that car’s success 
with its ‘little’ brother, the Karoq. 

Not that it’s exactly little: it’s a mid-size SUV, a five- 
seater, which is actually larger (and with rather more 
conventional styling) than the Yeti which it replaces. 

There’s a good range of petrol and diesel engines, the 
option of a four wheel drive version, and high levels of 
equipment and technology across the range. 

The test car was the top of the range 2.0 TDI in SE L 
trim, which at £27,795 isn’t cheap but stands up well to 
comparison with any of its many competitors - including 
the top seller, the similar sized (but lower powered) 

Nissan Qashqai. 

The four wheel drive system is only available with the 2.0 
litre diesel, which comes with a choice of power outputs - 
150 or 190PS. 

There’s also a 1.6 diesel option, and two turbo charged 
petrol engines of 1.5 and 1.0 litre capacity. 

A touch of the ‘offroad’ button on the centre console 
sets the car up for making the most of the all-wheel drive 
system. 

The 2.0TDI is a familiar engine, much appreciated by 
thousands of Octavia and Superb taxi drivers for its 
longevity and reliability. In the Karoq, it does the 0 to 


62mph sprint in a very respectable 8.7 seconds and yet is 
capable of 56.5mpg in official tests, with a C02 rating of 
132g/km. 

Official tests carried out in a laboratory and always 
optimistic, so I was gratified to average between 48 and 
51 in real world driving. 

Many private buyers, though, may be tempted by the 1.0 
turbo petrol which starts at the cheaper end of the range 
- just under £21,000. Don’t be put off by the lack of cubes, 
as it still turns out 115PS, is only slightly slower than the 
big diesel and returns very similar economy figures. 

But it isn’t so much the stark statistics which are so 
important as the manner in which the Karoq performs. 

Precision 

The Karoq is up there with the best in class in terms 
of refinement: quiet, smooth and with the dynamics 
of a competent hatchback. You get the benefits of the 
higher, SUV seating position and benefit, but without the 
downside of a rock ‘n’ roll ride, and a precision through 
the corners which will please the more enthusiastic driver. 

It doesn’t feel big or heavy: it feels light and agile, like a 
physically smaller, lighter car. 

Inside, there’s room for five adults with plenty of head 
and legroom all round. The ‘VarioFlex’ system gives you 
three rear seats which fold down individually, or can 
be removed altogether, and there are plenty of storage 
solutions dotted around the cabin. The test car also had 
aircraft-style tray tables to help keep those in the back 
occupied. 

The boot is family friendly too with 588 litres of 
space rising to 1,810 litres with the rear seats folded - 
significantly more than the Yeti. 

The test car, as the range flagship, was naturally very 
well equipped but even entry-level models come with 
alloy wheels, electric windows and mirrors, privacy 
glass, multi-function steering wheel, multiple airbags, 
one-touch cruise control and speed limiter, roof rails, rear 


parking sensors and front radar assist, with autonomous 
emergency braking if needed. 

The SE L also came with alcantara upholstery, satnav 
with an eight-inch touch screen display offering voice 
control, and a comprehensive infotainment system 
including audio, connectivity and a Wi-Fi smartlink 
system. 

Dual zone climate control, a driver fatigure centre, a full 
range of electronic safety systems, LED lights (including 
adaptive front lights), heated front seats, pedestrian alert, 
tyre pressure monitor and rear view camera are among 


the other features. And, of course, a Skoda tradition - an 
umbrella tucked away under the passenger seat, 

A heated windscreen and washer nozzles added £250 
to the SE L’s list price. 

The Karoq is a worthy successor to the Yeti: bigger and 
with a rather more sleek and conventional look (but that’s 
a matter of personal preference). From the front, there is a 
clear family resemblance to the large Kodiaq. 

Whether or not you go for the flagship four wheel drive 
version, it is refined and practical family transport - with 
its excellent driving characteristics the icing on the cake.

And then I got the opportunity to 
work at Tipton Sports Club where I was tutored by 
head groundsman Bert Flack.

“Then I heard about the opportunity at Wolver¬ 
hampton Cricket Club and thought it would be per¬ 
fect for me and my family.” 

Barrie recalls heading for his interview at Dane¬ 
scourt on a bus with his son Andy in tow in a carrycot. 

“A member called Mollie Mackelworth came and 
picked us up,” he said. “Then another member felt 
sorry for us so he gave us a lift back. 

“But as soon as I arrived for the interview I knew 
the job would be perfect for me. There was a little 
bungalow down the road and they said that came with 
the position. My wife and I were wanting another 
child so it seemed ideal. 

“The local schools were good. It was semi-countri- 
fied for the children. They could play by the pool and 
come home and put up tents. They had everything 
they needed.” 

Barrie and his wife Ann welcomed two daughters 
while living in the bungalow.

Barrie added: “A real highlight was winning the 
National Knockout in 1999.

“We even had our local rivals Walsall getting a 
coach together. It was a really big thing. 

“Ann and I went down with the team. We stayed 
overnight and had lunch at Lord’s and went out on 
the ground. 

“It wasn’t bad for someone who doesn’t like 
cricket!” 

To prove groundskeeping is in the family blood, his 
son looks after the fairways at nearby South Staffs 
Golf Club. 

And it’s spending time with his family that Barrie 
is most looking forward to in his retirement.

“My daughter Julie lives in France so I’m looking 
forward to being able to go over there and stay with 
her,” he said. “My wife Ann passed away fairly re¬ 
cently and we had hoped to see more of the country¬ 
side together. When she died, I just lost it and knew 
I had to retire.

I’ve had a full life 
really so it’s time to slow down.” 

While he will be slowing down, Barrie will still be a 
regular feature at Danescourt. 

“I’m still going to come and support the team and 
barrack them,” he added. 

“I’ve got so many friends here and I know I can 
always come back and have a laugh. 

“I’ll miss the players but I’m not going to miss run¬ 
ning out to put the covers on when it rains. I’ll have a 
big smile on my face when I see the new groundsman 
doing that.”
